On July 5, 2007, at about 1055 hours, Deputies Andrew Toone and| 
shot a 17-year-old male, Subject a after he pointed a handgun at them. 


Deputies Toone and sii valcing east. Subjectillooked 


toward the deputies, grabbed his waistband, and he began walking faster, trying to 
elude the deputies. Believing the subject may be concealing a weapon or narcotics, 
they decided to contact Subject 


Deputy, xited the passenger side of the marked patrol car and ordered 

Subject o stop. The subject turned quickly away from the deputies. As Deputy 
‘ontinued after the subject, he saw Subject ift his shirt, revealing the 

butt of a firearm tucked in his waistband. Deputy immediately yelled to 


Deputy Toone that the subject was armed. 


Subject{{fontinued to run away from the deputies, westbound, into the middle of 
148" Street, with De uty owing behind. At this time, Deputy Toone 
could see Subject ouncing the west side of the motor home directly in front of 
him. 


As Subject{{ieontinued running, he turned his upper body toward Deputy Toone, 
raising his firearm directly at the deputy. Fearing for their lives, both deputies fired 
their firearms at the subject, striking him once in the back of the left thigh. The 
subject tried running from the deputies, but he collapsed approximately 10 yards 
away and dropped the firearm. The deputies safely approached the subject and 
handcuffed him, awaiting the arrival of paramedics and assisting deputies. 


Subjectf{vas medically treated at Harbor-UCLA Medical Center for a single 
gunshot wound to the left thigh. 


The subject's weapon, a 4-inch, .38 caliber Smith & Wesson revolver was recovered 
from the scene. Five expended 9mm shell casings were also recovered from the 
scene. 


On March 12, 2009, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; 
and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards.

completed its review of the July 5, 2007, non-fatal shooting of| y Deputies 
Andrew Toone and f the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department (LASD). 
We find that Deputies Toone and cted lawfully in self-defense and defense of 


another. 


The following analysis is based upon the reports submitted to this office on October 10, 2007, by 
Detective Frank Salerno Jr. of the LASD, Homicide Bureau. The District Attorney’s Command 
Center was notified of this incident at 12:10 p.m: on July 5, 2007. The District Attorney 

Response Team, consisting of Deputy District Attorney Christian Gullon and Senior Investigator 
ae: notified by the Command Center and responded immediately to the scene. 


They were given a briefing and a “walk-through” of the scene by investigators. Deputies Toone 
analia voluntary statements which were reviewed and considered in our analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On July 5, 2007 at approximately 11:00 a.m., Deputies Andrew Toone and Au 
were assigned to the LASD Compton Station. They were in a marked patrol car driving east

they approached Siia ce eye contact, reached for his waistband, and quickly ducked behind a 


large motor home parked along the north side of 148" t. Deputy Toone drove the patrol car 
into the side yard of the home in an attempt to locate, "eae xited the patrol 

car and approached motor home. s emovin; handgun 
fro hi lll Deputy Toone of the ty and order o “drop 
it. ‘efused to comply anı tried to evade the deputies by running around the mo ‘or 

home. They gave chase der nll drop the weapoi ed and pointed the gun at 

both deput; 'earing for his safety, and that of his partner, red his service weapon 
one time a Simultaneously, Deputy T; so fearing for his life and the life of his 
partner, fired his service weapon four nae a few steps further and then fell to the 
pavement on the south side of the street. struck once in his left leg.

bathroom of his home when he heard a commotion outside. He looked out the bathroom window 
which bc and saw two deputies and the police car EE

heard approximately four gunshots. 


| investigators that he did have a gun in his possession that moming. He ran 


behind the motor home to rid himself of the gun, but was unable to do so before the deputies 
confronted him tated that he ran away from the deputies while pointing the gun towards 
the ground lenied ever pointing the gun towards the deputies. 


CONCLUSION 


According to the law in California, the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of 
others is justifiable if the person claiming the right to use self-defense actually and reasonably 
believed (1) that be or she or the person who he or she was defending was in imminent danger of 
death or great bodily injury, and (2) that it was necessary under the circumstances to use deadly 
force to avoid such imminent death or great bodily injury. California Jury Instructions ~-- 
Criminal 5.12 et. seq. 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows that as in possession of a 
handgun and pointed it at Deputies Toone and tions placed Toone and 
a: reasonable fear of death or great bodily injury. We find that the deputies’

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response wit deadly force was in lawful self-defense and defense of another. Therefore, we are 
closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.
